Before turning the valve which started Alberta oil flowing into 
tankage at Sarnia refinery. Premier I-cslie M. Frost boarded 
the Imperial Letlue, largest lake tanker in the world, »nd con¬ 
gratulated her master, Capt. T. K. R. Knight, of Sarnia, on his 
new command. The ship was built to carry Alberta oil from the 
terminal of the Interprovincial Pipe Line across the Great Lakes 
to Ontario and picked up her first cargo as soon as navigation 
opened on the upper lakes. The arrival of Alberta oil in Ontario, 
the Premier said, makes Canada more self-sufficient and marks 
th* beginning of a new phase in the progress of our country. 


Oil from the Sarnia area once moved west into the prairies but 
now Alberta oil moves east to serve the homes and industries 
of Ontario, Premier Leslie M. Float of Ontario said at a cere¬

The value of 
field crops sold in 1950 will be 
asked. 

The farmer will be asked the 
number and value of farm imple¬ 
ments on hLs farm. The number of 
each class of livestock will also 
be asked, and the value of sales 
of livestock ind livestock products 
VolcM h* 1930. Of special importance, ton 
will be questions on numbers of 
livestock sold, the number slaugh¬ 
tered on the farm for sale and 
home use. Production and sale of 
the farm home In May. To obtain 
the value of products consumed on 
the farm, the enumerator will al- 
si- ask th“ value of the homeoon- 
sumed farm vegetables. 

Most Of these questions will be 
easy for the farmer to answer, but 
some will require some figuring 
out.
